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Nothing can stop Dan's Olympic dream 


A BRIDPORT man got the royal seal of approval after 
becoming the first person to finish a competitive race at 
the Olympic Stadium - on crutches. 

Dan Broom completed his Olympic dream of running 
in the 2012 stadium despite dislocating his left kneecap 
only two weeks before the event. 

The determined runner battled through the pain to 
complete a five-mile race around the Olympic Park after 
suffering the serious leg injury playing football. 
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Despite having to wear a cast for a week, he got to 
work mastering a pair of crutches and took his place on 
the start line. 

He had already beaten the odds to be picked from 
44,000 applicants to take part in the National Lottery 
Olympic Park Run, which finished in the stadium. 

A total of 5,000 runners were chosen to take part in the 
once in a lifetime experience on Saturday, March 31st. 

Mr Broom wore a fabric leg brace for support and he 
zoomed around the course to finish in 1:06.43, beating 
more than 160 able bodied runners. 

Despite ending with blistered hands, Dan thoroughly 
enjoyed his trip around the course that took in all the 
sights in the Olympic Park before finishing by running 
the last 300 metres around the stadium track. 

He said: “I was determined I wasn’t going to miss the 
opportunity, and apart from the blisters it was great, and 
the atmosphere entering the stadium and running around 
the track was brilliant.” 

Mr Broom had hoped to be the first man to cross the 
finishing line in a competitive race at London’s Olympic 
Stadium. 

The AmSafe employee was in the final stages of train¬ 
ing when he dislocated his knee. He had previously ran 
the Edinburgh Marathon and competed in three Great 
South Runs. 

Princess Beatrice acknowledged Mr Broom’s courage. 
She was overheard saying to Dianne Thompson (Group 
CEO of National Lottery operator Camelot) as they 
started the elite wave of runners, which included Dan: 
“Look, I can’t believe it, there’s a guy over there on 
crutches - how brave.”

■ WHAT do you do in a nutshell? 

I make alot of things. I’m a multi-instrumentalist musi¬ 
cian and film maker. I sing and write my own songs, I 
produce and record them and I make films and anima¬ 
tions to go with them. I do some stop-frame animation 
using models and lately I’ve been developing my own 
technique of making my own paintings and then animat¬ 
ing them. I’ve recently made an animation of some of my 
flower paintings, which will be projected on to a person 
instead of a screen. I sometimes do commissions but 
mainly I work for the pleasure of performing with my 
own group Triops. 

■ WHAT might people expect if they go to a Triops 

gig? 

A multi-sensory experience! We have a film for every 
song and we also link every song with animations that 
are just made especially for that gig. We only do about 
four gigs a year. For years I played in bands doing wed¬ 
dings and pubs and the odd tour as a session musician, 
but I realised I really wanted an outlet to do my own stuff. 
I have a couple of friends who felt the same so we joined 
up and put on shows that are not just gigs but are whole 
performances. Triops means three eyes, there are three of 
us in the band, myself, Lucy Watkins and Rick Veal. 
There’s also an ugly cannibalistic fish of the same name. 

■ WHEN can we next see Triops perform? 

We do have a gig coming up but it’s not until July, and 
it’ll be in Weymouth. We did a similar one last year, and 
it was called “Triops in the Incredible Panoramic Dome”. 
We play in the middle with the audience sitting all around 
us and the entire surface of the dome has panoramic pro¬ 
jections on it. This year’s gig will coincide with the 
Olympics. 



■ WHAT'S cool about Portland? 

The coastline is so lovely. It’s often sunny and when the 
weather’s horrible it’s really dramatic. It’s also a really 
friendly place to live and it’s lacking in pretention. A lot 
of creative people live here who are all really modest. 
And it’s cheap too. I live in a really odd house that has 
bicycles attached to the ceiling and dead moths in the 
fridge. I love living there. 
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■ WHAT instruments do you play? 

Mostly keyboard instruments. For years I’ve played Ham¬ 
mond organ, piano, accordion and old electric pianos. I 
also play guitar and bass and I sing and play drums. I play 
loads of other things too but not necessarily very well. 

■ WHAT kind of music do you make? 

The songs are short, melodic and quite dramatic with 
emotional lyrics about magical heart-breaking situations 
and the sound is a bit other-worldly with lots of vocal har¬ 
monies. I wrote a whole album and sat on it for a while, 
then friends started saying I should put it out, and you can 
now hear some of that on the website. 

■ WHO and what are you biggest influences? 

Terry Gilliam is a big inspiration for my animation, as is 
60s American poster art which uses lots of hand tinted 
Victorian photos. I also got quite obsessed with the 1967 
film of the Monterey pop festival. It was similar to Wood- 
stock but beautifully filmed with lovely saturated colours 
and the quality and sound is really mysterious and lovely. 
It really encapsulates that era. Musically, my all-time 
favourite group are a Brazilian band called Os Mutantes 
but I also like lots of 60s French musicians and producers 
like Serge Gainsborough, and Andre Popp who produced 
60s French music using unusual instruments like gongs 
and harpsichords and recorder trios. I like the French 
music because I don’t speak French at all and I like not 
knowing what the words mean.

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EU rules will hit local farmers 


CASH strapped farmers in the Bridport area face bills of 
up to £100,000 under current EU directives, writes CHRIS 
DENNE. 

Up to 30 farmers across the Bridport area could be hit 
with extra bills if proposals to change how their farmland 
is classified are sanctioned. 

Farmland is set to be reclassified as Nitrate Vulnerable 
Zones (NVZs) under guidelines laid down by the EU Water 
Framework Directive. 

A NVZ is an area where nitrates levels (including lique¬ 
fied slurry) are deemed too high and could cause water pol¬ 
lution. Nitrates can cause excessive plant growth in rivers. 

Two areas - a roughly 14 square kilometre area around 
West Milton, and a roughly 50 square kilometre area east 
of Crewkerne - will be affected by the changes. 

But the National Farmers Union (NFU) agent Paul Ben¬ 
nett called for less secrecy around the data from the Envi-

Axminster-based newspa¬ 
pers in East Devon. 

All full-time staff at the 
two centres in Axminster 
and Lyme Regis will be re¬ 
tained with no job losses. 

The combined group will 
have a total of 15 titles in 
West Dorset, East Devon 
and South Somerset with a 
combined weekly distribu¬ 
tion of 46,000 copies, mak¬ 
ing it a significant player in 
West Country publishing. 

Sir Ray Tindle, chairman 
of Tindle Newspapers 
Limited, said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to add the View 
From titles to our expand¬ 
ing group of community 
newspapers.

ronment Agency which had led to the proposals. 

He said: “If implemented, there would be a ‘no-spread 
period’ when no fertilizers or slurry may be applied during 
the winter months. 

“This slurry then has to be stored with costs adding up to 
hundreds of thousands of pounds for some farmers. 

“We only have a short time to appeal against the decision 
from the middle of April, which is a very busy time for 
farmers. Why can’t we see the data now? Why all the se¬ 
crecy?” 

There was confusion who was responsible for releasing 
the data when the View From contacted the Environment 
Agency and the Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (DEFRA). 

Mike Dunning, a spokesman for the Environment 
Agency, told the View From: “It’s hardly top secret, is it? 
I’m sure you can get the data from the DEFRA.” 

But a DEFRA spokesman said: “The data is available for 
scrutiny at the moment; farmers have the right to ask the 
Environment Agency for the raw monitoring data.” 

Anthony Butler of Mappercombe Farm, Nettlecombe, 
said his business would have to find an extra £100,000 if 
the NVZs came into force. 

He said: “It is a very major change to a farm. It’s a lot of 
money to have to find within 18 months of it coming into 
force. Farming is just coming out of a recession and it’s just 
another thing that’s hitting us.” 

He added: “But we haven’t seen any scientific evidence 
that this area is high in nitrates. If there is evidence and they 
can really demonstrate it and show us, then perhaps we 
haven’t any arguments, but if its just on a computer model 
using a geological map then it’s very difficult to justify. 

“Our groundwater is tested regularly, independently, and 
the nitrates levels have been low and haven’t moved, 
really.” 
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Beaminster-based Mr Bennett claims up to 30 farmers 
could be affected by the new zones. 

He said: “It makes a nonsense of them saying the infor¬ 
mation is open and available to people”.

Dorset County Hospital 
joins new trauma network 


DORSET County Hospital has be¬ 
come a trauma unit - part of a new 
specialist emergency network to 
improve emergency care for pa¬ 
tients who suffer life-threatening 
injuries. 

Five hospitals in the South are to 
become Major Trauma Centres 
where patients will have access to 
state-of-the-art equipment, special¬ 
ist treatment and the expertise of 
orthopaedic, neurosurgery and ra¬ 
diology teams. 

The nearest Major Trauma Cen¬ 
tre to Dorchester will be the Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, Southampton 
NHS Foundation Trust which the 
County Hospital will look to. 

The change, as part of a national 
network, means that the Dorch¬ 
ester hospital will provide care for 
all except the most severe major 
trauma patients. 

In practice this means that where 
it is not possible to get to a Major 
Trauma Centre within 45 minutes, 
or where the patient needs to be 
stabilised quickly, the patient will 
be taken to the nearest Trauma 
Unit for immediate treatment and 
stabilisation before being trans¬ 
ferred on to the Major Trauma 
Centre. 

Once patients are discharged 
from a Major Trauma Centre, local 
Trauma Units also provide on¬ 
going treatment and rehabilitation. 

Dorset County Hospital achieved 


Trauma Unit status following years 
of service development and a rig¬ 
orous testing process. It means that 
the hospital can further advance 
the care that it provides severely 
injured patients. 

The process for achieving 
Trauma Unit status involved DCH 
representatives providing evidence 
to a panel of assessors on two sep¬ 
arate occasions over the past year. 

Within the hospital’s official no¬ 
tification, the comment was made 
that ‘the standard of presentation 
and level of evidence submitted 
was generally excellent, and it is 


encouraging to see that there is a 
high level of commitment from 
your executive team, clinicians, 
managers and partners.’ 

Dr Ian Mew, DCH Consultant in 
Anaesthetics and Intensive Care 
Medicine and Clinical Director for 
Major Trauma said: “After a sig¬ 
nificant amount of effort, I am de¬ 
lighted that we have achieved 
Trauma Unit status. This will en¬ 
able Dorset County Hospital to 
further improve what is already a 
very good service to trauma casu¬ 
alties and allow us to help the local 
population when it needs us most.”

The charity needs to raise £1.4 mil¬ 
lion a year to keep flying. With no di¬ 
rect Government or National Lottery 
funding, they rely on the generosity 
of the public for support.

A FORMER doorman has issued to 
a warning to residents to be on 
their guard after he was targeted 
by a conman in Bridport town 
centre. 

Roy Axford was approached by 
the man who tried to hand him 
four free suit jackets as he walked 
along South Street. He was then 
asked to stump up cash so the 
trickster could buy his "son" a pres¬ 
ent. But the canny pensioner be¬ 
came suspicious because he had 
seen similar scams 30 years before 
at motorway service stations in 
the Midlands. 


The 66-year-old said that, on this 
occasion, the man struck up a 
conversation by asking for direc¬ 
tions to Exeter airport before initi¬ 
ating the con on Wednesday, 
March 21st around 3:25pm. 

Mr Axford said he wanted to 
warn residents of the scam, which 
was a twist on one that was ram¬ 
pant at motorway service stations 
20 to 30 years ago. 

He said: "In this case I was 
stopped by an 'Italian' sales rep 
who said he'd been to an 'exhibi¬ 
tion in Harrowgate'and asked for 
directions, mileage and approxi¬ 


mate times to Exeter airport as he 
had a plane to catch in a short 
time. 

"He then started a conversation, 
asking me if I was local and what I 
did etcetera. His spiel continued 
that his father was in high man¬ 
agement in a well-known clothing 
manufacturer. 

"He then said he had to get 
home for family reasons, but that 
he had unsold items that he didn't 
not want to pay excess baggage 
charges on, and he would let me 
have them free." 

The man - in his mid to late 30s, 


five feet 10 inches tall with dark 
hair - then said he wanted to take 
a present home to his son and 
asked for a donation towards it. 

Mr Axford said he had to go to 
the bank and the conman gave 
him a lift in his car. 

He said: "I went in the back way 
of the bank, drew my money and 
left by the front entrance. 

"But he followed me through 
the bank and held out a bag with 
jackets in them. When I checked 
there was only two, which I 
pointed out. He insisted there 
were three but I could see that 


he'd carefully folded them to 
make it seem that way. 

"I then showed him my badge 
from when I was a security officer 
and he left quite rapidly." 

Mr Axford reported the incident 
to Bridport Police the following 
day. 

A Dorset Police spokesman said: 
"We received a call from a man re¬ 
porting that he had been stopped 
by another man in suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances. 

"No offence was committed but 
the man was right to report the 
suspicious behaviour." 




I What shall I do with Mum? 


I was spending every weekend with her, leaving at 5am on 
a Monday morning to beat the commuter traffic back into 
London. My first act after arrival greetings was to throw 
away the microwave meals, fresh vegetables and fruit she 
could not bring herself to eat alone during the week. She 
was losing interest in even everyday things, had stopped 
marking her TV and radio choices in her TV Times, wasn’t 
writing poetry anymore and complained constantly that she 
“wanted to see more of the family”.

She was looking increasingly to¬ 
wards the ‘family’, who were no longer the single group of 
her memory, but had developed into independent busy units 
with different lifestyles and interests which only allowed for 
infrequent visits. If anyone was going to do something to 
raise mum’s quality of life, it was down to me. 

She wanted residential care, so she said, so I would buy 
her a Home and live there with her! 


I made a wish list for a small ‘homely’ Home where we 
could: 

1 All be family to each other. 

2 Bring Mum’s precious furniture. 

3 Love to live & explore. 

4 Have cats. 

5 Eat lovely home-cooked food 

6 Have lots of stimulating activities available. 

7 Buy a mobility bus to get out and about. 

8 Build new friendships in our new venture. 

I made a marathon search all over the southwest and Wales 
and looked at 31 homes for sale. Then I found all my wish- 
list in Clarondene in Lyme Regis, and we moved to our new 
life together in 2006. Mum is now buried next to Dad in Ket- 
ton Green Burial Ground in Rutland, but at Clarondene I 
was able to support her in her last years and be beside her 
when she died. 

I measure everyone’s living and passing against that one 
central question - HOW WOULD I LIKE MY OWN MUM TO 
SPEND HER LAST YEARS AND EXPERIENCE HER 
LAST BREATH?

WE AT The Alleyways Antiques Centre on the St 
Michael's Trading Estate have always been very for¬ 
tunate to benefit from the monthly Vintage Market 
held on the estate the last Sunday of each month, 
March to October. 

For the last two years all of the traders based at The 
Alleyways have looked forward to the Vintage Mar¬ 
ket notjustforthe incredible boost to their sales but 
also the amazing atmosphere it creates. 

To quote several visitors: "It has a carnival atmos¬ 
phere, relaxed and fun, a great event to visit espe¬ 
cially when friends come to Bridport". 

Having never been involved in the planning and 
execution of the event, which I know takes a lot of 
time and money, we have always looked forward to 
it. 

You can imagine our disappointment when we 
learnt that it had been cancelled. Many friends and 
acquaintances were disappointed too. 

Several local businesses commented on how they 
benefited, indirectly, by the market as it has been a 
tremendous pull to visitors to Bridport who spend 
money around the town. 

The Bull Hotel together with several B&Bs said that 
demand for accommodation goes up for the market 
weekends with visitors travelling to Bridport specifi¬ 
cally for the market. 

Several pubs and restaurants also said that de¬ 
mand from diners went up over the weekend. Even 
residents commented on the fact that visiting 
friends and family would choose that weekend so 
they could visit St Michael's Trading Estate. 

The knock on effect of the Vintage Market defi¬ 
nitely helped many businesses in Bridport and the 
surrounding area. 

I can only talk about how it affected my traders and 
I know that on Sunday, March 25th - which would 
have been the first Vintage Market of the year - we 


took the same as an average Sunday. Looking at the 
takings for the 2011 Vintage Market days their rev¬ 
enue, collectively, was down 90 per cent. 

As a percentage of their annual takings it could 
equate to as much as 25 per cent of what they would 
take in a year, enough to seriously damage their 
businesses. 

That is a huge loss of revenue for the group of 
traders based at The Alleyways. If the same loss was 
felt elsewhere and you multiply that by eight, the 
number of markets a year, then that is a loss to Brid¬ 
port that cannot be replaced. 

I am constantly asked why has it been cancelled 
and I honestly do not know. After two successful 
years the growth in popularity has been staggering, 
it had rapidly grown in to a major event for Bridport 
and this area of Dorset. 

We need all the help we can get to make a living 
and surely no one can deny anyone from that. I am 
exceedingly lucky to be on the St Michaels Trading 
Estate for many reasons least of all for the help I have 
received from the landlords and the very good rent 
they charge. 

I have always been aware that trading here could 
be a relatively short term prospect but with so many 
traders earning a living, whether to subsidise their 
income or if they solely rely on their trade, to deprive 
them of eight days where they can really make a dif¬ 
ference is beyond me. 

On behalf of all my traders here at The Alleyways, I 
sincerely hope that the Vintage Market can be rein¬ 
stated this year, not next or the year after, but this 
year and Bridport can enjoy the benefits from the 
Vintage Market this coming April.

Community Justice Panel 
confirmed for third year 


THE town’s Community Jus¬ 
tice Panel will operate in Brid¬ 
port for a third year. 

The project brings offenders 
in low-level crime together 
with their victims to witness the 
effects of their offence first 
hand. 

The town council has been 
working with Bridport Police, 
Magna Housing, Raglan Hous¬ 
ing and West Dorset District 
Council on the project. 

The Environment and Social 
Wellbeing committee agreed to 
the proposal which will allow 
time to consider the outcome of 
a review on the future long term 
roll out of the project. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis said: 
“The Community Justice Pan¬ 
els a have been very successful 
and dealt with a number of 
cases in the past years. 

“The hope is to roll out the 
project across West Dorset but 
the police are currently review¬ 


ing it so to allow that to take 
place the project’s steering 
group thought the current pilot 
should be extended for another 
year.” 

The town council provides 
room accommodation and facil¬ 
itates for the steering group 
meetings. 

Councillor Dave Rickard told 
the meeting on March 21st that 
Oliver Letwin MP had agreed 
to back the project. 

He said: “The pilot has been 
extended from Bridport to the 
wider police areas and places 
such as Lyme Regis and Dorch¬ 
ester are being looked at. 

“We had had a meeting with 
Oliver Letwin on March 9th 
and he agreed to push and sup¬ 
port this as much as possible. 

“We asked him to make noise 
in government and the govern¬ 
ment has been very supportive 
but at the moment there is no 
extra resources.”

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Bridport's 115 Club - a treat for 
the tastebuds and the ears 


NESTLED in the cellar of the Bridge House Hotel is one 
of Bridport's worst kept secrets - the 115 Club. 

Now three sessions in, the town's only jazz and dining 
experience is gathering fans of its intimate venue 
where a red hot menu meets cool jazz played by some 
of the country's top performers. 

Within the club, with its low ceiling and dimmed light¬ 
ing, are a limited number of tables which means you 
are guaranteed to feel part of a select privileged few al¬ 
lowed to be part of something that is more than just 
music. 

The night I went there were only 16 other people. It 
meant the music and intricacies of Weymouth based 
singer/pianist Julie Lewis had room to shine over top of 
Simon Rushbrook's double bass as they made their way 
through a host of jazz classics. 

But first the night began with a two-course dinner. 
Shown to my table and furnished with a drink, the 
friendly staff made sure I wanted for nothing; although 
my first time, they made me relaxed in a way that made 
me feel I was a regular. 

First came the beautifully 
cooked trio of scallops, which 
were and a real treat - moist, ten¬ 
der and married perfectly with 
chorizo flakes. 

Then I had a chicken breast on 
a bed of chorizo and smoked 
ham cassoulet - something de¬ 
vised by chef Roger Smith and so 
good I would have happily just 
had a huge bowl of it with a 
French baguette. Again the dish 
was cooked perfectly with the 
moist chicken working in tan¬ 
dem with the al dente green veg. 

This was all washed down with 
a Tyrannosaurus Red from the 
Furleigh Estate - just one of a 
dozen wines available from the 
extensive list. 

But really the food is just the 
appetiser for the main event. 


The East Street club is modelled on Steve Rubie’s fa¬ 
mous 606 Jazz Club in Chelsea and aims to showcase 
the finest selection of British musical talents. Primarily 
Jazz (both modern and traditional) the club will also 
host styles such as Blues, Soul, Latin and R&B, per¬ 
formed every other Thursday. 

Judging by the previous artists and the forthcoming 
schedule of established up and coming musicians the 
club's jazz aficionados are in fora real treat. 

Pre-booking for dinner between 7pm and 8pm is 
essential, and guests should telephone on the day 
(between 2pm and 6pm) to confirm numbers in their 
party, at which time they will be informed of the cover 
charge - anticipated at between £5 and £10 per guest.

He revitalised his song writing in the late 1980s when he worked in France 
as lyricist for producer Franck Langolf (Vanessa Paradis) and helped brother Mick out on the Rolling Stones acclaimed 
albums'Dirty Work'and then later'Steel Wheels.'Chris decided to then concentrate on his own material and the result 
was the critically acclaimed Sequel C.D.'Atchal'in 1994, a mix of Cajun style graced with Chris's individual brand of song 
writing with contributions from Dave Gilmour (Pink Floyd) and Dave Stewart (Eurythmics) and a touch of brother Mick 
on'Stand Up for The Foot.' 

'Act of Faith' released in 2005 on SPV, brought Chris and his music to a wider audience in Europe, Australia, Japan and 
Canada where he appeared at the Montreal Jazz Festival in 2007. Besides writing and touring Europe with his band, Chris 
has recently written and presented a three part series for BBC Radio on Alexis Korner, the pioneering blues musician and 
broadcaster. 

He has also finished a film for Sky Arts on the blues in Austin Texas with guest contributions from some of the finest 
and most respected blues musicians including Muddy Waters pianist Pine Top Perkins, Hubert Sumlin who worked with 
Howlin'Wolf and guitarist Jimmy Vaughan. 

His Acoustic Roots Trio with David Hatfield on bass and Elliet Mackrell on the fiddle have performed across the country 
for the past two years playing soulful and tuneful music mostly with Chris's own tunes but including a smattering of 
country, hillbilly and the Irish thrown in.

Driving nine till five 


BEAT THE PETROL CRISIS AND 
SAVE FUEL BY ECO DRIVING! 


DO you ever arrive at work and realise you 
can't remember anything about your 
drive there? 

Diving on auto pilot is a dangerous 
thing, but there are plenty of things you 
can do to make your daily commute safer. 

Keep the car maintained. You may be 
driving with the low sun in your eyes, so 
make sure your windscreen washer fluid 
is topped up and that your windscreen 
and windows are clean. Check and adjust 
your tyre pressure regularly, and keep an 
eye on tread depth - this must be at least 
1.6 millimetres - and their condition. You 
should also keep the oil at the right level 
and check all of your lights work. 

The biggest problem with commuting is 
that everyone travels at the same time. 
People get frustrated and tired and will be 
inclined to behave unpredictably - watch 
out for people changing lanes suddenly 
as they try and get ahead of the traffic. Be 
wary and anticipate the actions of road 
users around you. 

Stay calm. Being stuck in traffic and late 
for work is stressful, so allow a lot more 
time than you're likely to need for the 
journey. I recently spent two hours on the 
M4and covered only three miles. If you're 
going to be late and need to let a col¬ 
league know, pull over into a safe place 
not obstructing other traffic, switch the 
engine off and make the call before carry¬ 
ing on. Avoid rushing the rest of the jour¬ 
ney to make up time. Better late than 
never, especially where your life's con¬ 


cerned. And please, don't be tempted to 
use your smartphone to check your work 
emails while you drive. 

Check the weather forecast before you 
travel, especially when making a long 
journey. Heavy rain always slows traffic 
down, and in very severe weather condi¬ 
tions you need to consider if it's safe to 
travel. When you are on the road, listen 
out for traffic updates on the radio in case 
your route is affected, but never look for 
updates on your mobile phone or satnav 
while on the move.The Highways Agency 
has a useful app with up to date traffic in¬ 
formation for incidents on its roads, but 
remember you are breaking the law if you 
access it on a hand-held device, while 
moving. 

Knowing an alternative route in case of 
an accident or road closures is also useful. 

Does your insurance cover you? Many 
policies will include commuting, but 
make sure they do, and if you start a job 
which involves commuting further re¬ 
member to increase the mileage on your 
insurance premium. If you are expected to 
drive for work, you need to make sure 
your insurer covers you for business 
mileage too. If you have an accident driv¬ 
ing for work, you won't be covered if you 
don't have this. Many employers will have 
driver risk assessment schemes in place, 
and company insurance, but they are not 
legally obliged to do so, so don't leave this 
to chance. Caroline Holmes 


THE 1AM is urging drivers 
to adopt fuel-saving driv¬ 
ing techniques rather 
than stock up on petrol. 

While the queues at fill¬ 
ing stations continue, 
many drivers could save 
up to ten per cent simply 
by adopting a smoother 
driving style. 

1AM chief executive 
Simon Best said: "Green 
driving techniques can 
easily improve fuel effi¬ 
ciency by up to ten per 
cent. In other words, if the 
monthly price of filling up 
is typically two tanks at 
£70 each, an advanced 
driver can save £14 a 
month." 

The 1AM has some 
easy tips to reduce 
fuel consumption: 

• Read the road ahead 
and try to anticipate what 
the traffic around you will 
do, for example at traffic 
lights, roundabouts and 
junctions. There's no use 
accelerating hard away 
just to have to brake 50 
yards on - both MPG 
killers. Cruise control is 
useful and economic for 


smooth driving on long 
journeys, but turn it off on 
hills. 

• Stick to the speed limit. 
Reducing speed from 
85mph to 70mph can 
save up to a litre of petrol 
every 20 miles. 

• Switch off the engine if 
you are going to stop for 
some time at a level cross¬ 
ing or slow-changing 
lights. Small cars use 1.5p 
of petrol every minute 
and medium-sized cars 
lose petrol and money at 
double this rate. 

• Lighten the load. Ex¬ 
cess baggage or an 
empty roof box will in¬ 
crease your fuel con¬ 
sumption. Check that the 
contents of your boot are 
essential, and remove the 
roof box while not in use. 

• Check your tyres. Un¬ 
derinflated tyres will in¬ 
crease your fuel 
consumption by up to 
three per cent. Check tyre 
pressures when the tyres 
are cold, at least once a 
month.

SPRING flowers are appearing in parts of the UK 
and so thoughts are beginning to turn to the 
prospect of warmer weather and possibly longer 
and more frequent car journeys, mtyres.co.uk, 
part of Europe's leading online tyre retailer Delti- 
com, is offering motorists some practical road 
safety advice related to the tyres on their vehicles.

A simple tip 
from mytyres.co.uk to drivers who do not have a 
tread depth gauge handy is to look for the three 
letters TWI, or a similar indication with the same 
meaning, such as an arrow, which appear on the 
tyre's sidewall.The letters stand forTread Wear In¬ 
dicators (as well as the arrow) and adjacent to 
those letters are raised areas at the base of the 
tread grooves, set at 1.6mm. This indication 
serves as a visual warning of when the tyre is ap¬ 
proaching or at the minimum legal limit. 

Secondly, check and adjust if necessary tyre 
pressures against the manufacturer's handbook 
recommendations. Incorrect tyre pressures in¬ 
crease wear and use more fuel and increase C02 
emissions. 


Thirdly, check for uneven wear or other damage 
which can be caused by tyres/wheels being out 
of alignment following hitting a kerb or a pothole 
in the road. It is recommended that if in doubt 
motorists should consult an expert at a garage or 
tyre fitting station. 

Fourthly, clean dirt from around the tyre valve 
and fit dust caps. And checkfor any sidewall dam¬ 
age, cuts or bulges, again if in doubt about any 
possible damage drivers should check with an ex¬ 
pert.
